The tnsil service, ns managed at present, 
between Dunedin and the Dunstan, does 
not afford Cromwell all the advantages 
it might, and would, with a slight and in- 
expensive change in the present arrange- 
ment J and the town population feel the 
disadvantage complained of in a milder 
form than the widely- scattered settlers in 
the outlying districts. So long ns our 
mails were light, and our dealings with 
the chief town in the province were con- 
fined to a few basinoas letters, we could 
hardly be expected to be heard in vindica- 
tion of our right to plead on the question 
of postal arrangements. But impressed, 
doubtless, with oar growing claims to con- 
sideration, the Post^)ffice authorities ro- 
'dffitly granted a concession in our favor. 
After much delay and correspondence, we 
obtained a tri-weekly mail from Dunedin. 
Another change is now required, in order 
to make all the benefits thus conferred 
avi^uble. Now, when the bulk of our 
mail-bags is fosit-fold as compared with 
those of two years ago, we may fully ex- 
pect that our representations will be more 
patiently heard and more promptly at- 
tended to. . , ' 

- a few weeks the (jenoral Government 
will he'eallihg for tenders' for the convey-^ 
^nceof the mails between Dunedin and 
the Dunstan, . If by a united effort we- 
could induce the Postmaster-General to 
make Cromwell the holting-pilace for tho 
mail coach in future, instead of the Dun« 
Stan as at present, much would be gained 
here and nothing lost anywhere else. We 
whould be brought, with all our business 
^Interests, ^ into a nearer proximity to the 
great business centre of the province by 
“pearly one-half in point of time. Lcttere 
posted in Dunedin on Thursday lofive by 
the coach early on Friday morning, arrive 
at Clyde on -Saturday night, and remain 
there till Monday, and then reach ng bv 
the Queenstown conch on the morning of 
that day. Onr letters in return can only 
leave Clyde on Wednesday, nnd are de- 
livered in town on Friday morning. Seven 
days at least must intervono before 
an answer can- be received to a letter sent 
either to or from the city ; and distant 
dwellers hnvo to wait nearly twice that 
J’feS^h of time for_ replies from Dugedin.

(^n/orOhappaiaaui Frosted HaatJa.— Keep 
a tin of oatmeal in your but. In tbs morninir 
wash yonr hands with oatmeal and hrowu Wind- 
sor, ' (Never nso common yellow 80.ap : It poi- 
sons tho blood.)

Uurc for Chill/litlaSt — Buy soius prepared 
chalk, and every night when you turn in, rub 
the chilblains with the chalk for a few minutes, 
and thoq,draw a stocking.cn (if tho foot), or an 
old glovq.(if a hand). Repeat tho application 
every night, and tho cHlblaius will soon disap- 
pear t but this cure refers to tinhroken chilblains 
only, . - The effect .of tho chalk is to provoub 
breaking and draw out tho inllammation. Take 
care not to apply chalk to a brokou ohilblaiu.

As i« muaj at tliia aoiisdn of tlid’ year, 
daring the lasib , tlii-eo WBista tlia whola, 
town has boon «I<«tion niiid. Contmiy to 
ay (orjiectutioiiB, Mr Fish baa bceen elected 
to the Mayoralty. This I ascribe In a 
great aeasme to the niistakon zeal of sorao 
of Mr Qriflea’s supporters— aen of the 
lowest orders of society, who assaiUxl Mr 
Fish at every meeting that he held, never 
allowing him to utter a single sontence 
without inteiTuption, and asking him ab- 
surd,. personal, or indecent questions. Be- 
haviour of this kind caused n revolution in 
the minds of the intelligent class, and Mr 
Oriffen lost more than he gained by these 
assaults on bis opponent I think it only 
light to remark that I do not believe Mr 
GrilTen ' was in any way connected with 
those disturbances. Sinco the election, an 
effort has been made by sotue misguided 
india-idiiala to stir up animosity between 
tile nnsiiecessfiil and the successful, repre- 
senting that the result was to a great ex- 
tent the effect of nationality spirit.

These cries are growing 
too successful now-a-daya. Mr M'Dermid, 
at Port Clialiners, spoke in this fashion, 
and Mr Taylor, who was the general fa- 
vorite, had the pleasure of finding himself 
at the bottom of tbe poll. So I fiipoy it 
■will he with regard to Mr Barnes. Tho 
votes of the better classes in Leith Ward 
will bo split up between three candidates 
and carry little ■weight with them, while 
the working classes will ho enabled to put 
their man in. Bell Ward is contested by 
Messrs W. Woodlands and B. Baglcy, 
cither of ■whom would make a good mem- 
ber of the Council, and 1 anticipate a 
pretty clo.se fight.

Mr Griffen is 
unopposed for South Ward. The candi- 
' dates for the post of City Auditor are 
Messrs F. H. Evans, Sydney James, James 
Skirving. and W. 8.. Douglas. I hear that 
on Mr Fwli's resigning his seat for South 
WartI, ■when entering on his magisterial 
functions, it is Mr E. B. Cargill's intention 
to offer himself aa a candidate. .=■ Taken as 
a ■whole, I think the candidates this year 
lielong to a higher class tlian -at former 
eleetion-s.

The Hair Trad© in America; ■ 

The hair trade has recently become a 
great interest, and has all the impoitance 
of a iTiediteval .guild.

Tlie cheap’ coils now sold under the attrac- 
tive name of “Japan hair” are of this 
eliaracter. The hairdre.sscr’s hill is a costly 
one to our young bulios of means, and the 
changes in- the fashions are very aniioying. 
A waterfaVI or chignon costs from two to 
tell dollars, and sometimes ranch more. 
The curl which dangles in solitary beauty 
down the maiden shonlder costs from two 
to six dollars, and is one of the most grace- 
ful of this cliiss of fashions. Hnirdressei-s 
charge for dressing a lady’s hair for a party 
from two. to fi VO do! lavs. They iijive a foe 
for cleaning dimt out of waterfalls, and for 
many other similar duties. A haiiilresser 
was recently employed to cut olf a lady's 
hair benause her health required it, and 
was told by her husband that ho could 
give him out of it a braided watch-guard. 
Tho hairdresser did .so, and then sold the 
tre.sses for §75. They were forty inches 
in lengtli, which is vary rare. — Trov (New

Pos- 
sibly it m;iy. / Wo luivo novor known but 
11 single instance in which a good, .sweet, 
and wholesome laugher was insincere ; and 
in this case it was, wb suspect, iiioro a 
habit coiiti-actw.1 in society than a rcstraiiit 
of dispo-sition. There can he silly laughter, 
aud nuicli ot it j hut tbero is fully as much 
silly ’sobrioly, A boy that laughs at 
“ nothing” shows a kind of exuberance of 
uature; but a man , who. will not liiugb 
uiwn a just cause manifests an exceed- 
ingly loan and, barren nature. It is what 
musicians call (ciphering- as when one 
touches a key on the organ and the pipe 
docs not sound. Mirth and merriinoiit 
bear li bad name aiiioiig sober folks, but so 
do Kohi:r people among the merry. One 
because liis. opposite does, and tiio other 
because he does suit, laugh. We take sides 
with — well, for the time being, we take 
sides with the fraternity of the lliugli.. If 
there be sin it must, inhere in the manner 
of doing it, lind not in the quality of mirth. 
That it is the inapiratioiv of the mind,, and 
not a mere muscular and auiinal chuckle, 
is shewn by the fact that, .animals below 
men do not laugh. They are not highly 
enough endowed. They have nil soul, no 
moral sentiment, little complexity of mind, 
out of which arise those curious.jimctiires, 
or oro.ssmgs of ideas, which awaken laugh- 
ter. An animal is not -iininortall we ate 
told, and cannot laugh. A man is immor- 
tal, and can laugh. As long as the flesh 
predominates, laughing is impossible ; add 
a. soul, and the creature begins to lau^li. 
It is a superior attribute. We are dis- 
pleased witli the low and unworthy func- 
tions sometimes' apologetically a.sSigned to 
it. It is good for digestion, it is said ; it 
is moderte exercise— as if, like a sneeze, it 
is a purely pliysical phenomenon. But 
the laugh is bom of a thouglit ; the sneeze 
of only a tickla Sneezing is an aflection 
of tlie nose and parts adjacent} but lau'>h- 
ter IS the child of tbe soul. If .springs 
from the immortal part, and flic whole 
body is but an organ of impression. Every 
true laugher knows that when he has 
laughed till he coughs, till tears run down 
his checks, till his sides ache with shaking, 
till he is deaf— -in short, till tbe body has 
exhausted all its means of expressing de- 
light — that the idea which caused all this 
tumult has not exhausted itself, nor has it 
been satisfied with the inarticulate expres- 
sion of laughter. - It is the soul that laughs 
first and most, and the body but rever- 
berates tbe echoes. Laughing is good for 
digestion. But this is the least and lowest 
of its good offices. ] t is a soul-cleanser. 
It cannot endure shame. It loves good- 
humoured ways among the thoughts ; and 
^ when., conceits have slowly turued to de- 
j eeits, and piirtiid and unfair notions are 
' choking up the soul, and unworthy feelings 
are deiiositing soot along tbe soul’s pas- 
sages, a genuine laugh is like a fire in a 
foul chimney. 

In boyhooil a sound whipping has a 
wondei-fully stirring eii’cct. . We never en- 
joyed it, but alter it w.is ait over, sve took 
hold of life with new zest. It was a tran- 
sient cuticular regeneration} a rousin'^ 
piece of news, the 'ecstocy of a great joy, 
or the shock of an excessive sorrow, rivin" 
to the mind a lift upward ,• and if one has 
the stamina of good health, ■ these revolu- 
tions and shakings prove to he admirable 
alteratives. But they are not goml for 
daily use. The mind needs to be roused 
aud shaken every day without too severe 
a blow. Liuighter does it. It topples 
down a man's sh am dignity. It makes his 
foolish pride give 'w.iy, at least for the mo- 
eiit. It sweeps array alt pieteiioes, and 
make-believes, and pitiful social distinc- 
tions. In an unexjjcctcd uproar of laimh- 
ter at genuine wit or luiraour, every man 
in tl'.e room is on a level, and a flash of 
goodfellowsbip goes round. Even obsti- 1 
iiacy, that old curmudgeon of the' sonl, 
yields a little. Sobriety, too, is a good 
thing. It is the firm ground tlirou''h 
wliich laughter runs like a brook in^’a 
summer meadow. But that is the best 
sobriety : that is like a bank, holi-Unw ju 
the musical streatn. Sobriety, just a little 
removed from tlie edge of laughter, is 
wholesome. Bnt tho dull and trite sobriety 
of passionless lifo iias no bii.siiioss to ns- 
sumo airs of superiority over virtuous 
mirth. Seldom is mirth deceitful But 
sobrieiy is a mask worn by hypocrisy and 
pretence. Sobriety is employed all the 
world over to make witless men seem wise • 
to cover worblliue.3s with the guise of vir- 
tue } to simulate piety j and to giirnish a 
worthless life with the aspect of respecta- 
bility. Sobriety represents the precious 
virtues as the bills of solvent banks vepre- 
sont the preeious metals} but in both 
cases, when the bank suspends payment, 
tho bills still circnlntc. 

Commend me to nn honc.st man, that 
looks you straight in the eyes, • tliat d.arc 
contradict yon, that laughs with \mii } but 
wlio, when occasion comes, is silent niid 
sober, and bolds your palm hard with his 
right band, and briisliOg tear fiom his 
eyes with tlio other. — Huy Henry Ward 
Bccebcr.

pei-sonitl attractions, and with her made a 
voyage to Liu'ope. During their Libaouao 
ranrior.s unfavoruhle toiler dinraeter readied 
the Sigourney family. ,. Thy reports seem 
to have beoxi well . founded, fur shortly 
after Iter return to New Yoik sIjo showed 
that the curse of the nineteenth century 
—the demon drink-^had added nuotlier 
name to the list of his viutiins. She aban- 
doned her husband, became mi emteast^and 
was next hedrd of us .an inmate of the 
penitentiary on Blackwelfs Island. Her 
husband’s' love was still sufficiently strong 
to inducediiin to make another effort to 
save her - and thi-ough his inlluence she 
was released, only to again desert her 
home. Iu the winter of 1S63, the papers 
spoke of a young and beautiful woman - 
liaving been found dead under the snow, 
in a - disreputable street in New York* 
Something .seemed to tell Sigourney that 
t!io body was that of his wife. tJpoii 
making enquiries he found his sunniises 
were but too true j and after claiming tlio 
remains, he had. tliem interred in that 
picturesque “ silent city” which overlooks 
the busy harbor of New York. The story 
of that erring wife was told iu the touch' 
mg language of “ iieautiful Snow.” What 
wonder ’that he shunned the publicity that 
its Authoi'ship would have conferred '1 The 
late Henry J* Raymond, then etUtor of 
the New York was fOr years tlio 

friend of Major Sigourney, and obtained 
for liitii eitii>ioyinent as a jonmulist, which 
failing health compelled him to nbiimlon. 
The circumstances o.f his tlcath remain a 
mystery. .* Not, even his chihl, for whom 
he always displayed the ioudetvsc infection, 
con tlirow any light upon it. The latest
